WE'RE GONNA HAVE A PIG ROAST AND THE WHOLE WORLD ‘S INVITED! 


On thenightof Thursday, October 13, 1994, the 
Denver police force chose to show their true 
exlors in an unwarranted, brutal attack on a 
group of Denver concertgoers. The incident 
began when two uniformed and one 
plainclothes pig were let into a NAKED AG- 
GRESSION show in Denver. Nobody knows 
why they showed up as all questions to the 
police scum were met with silence, irreverent 
remarks and hostile threats (ranging from ar- 
rest to death). 

The pigs got on the stage and de- 
manded to know, "Who's in charge?" and were 
met explainations to the affect that no one was 
in charge. Of course, being mentally limited, 
the pigs didn'tunderstand this and threatened 
to confiscate the bands' equipment. When 
members of the crowd protested, the pigs 
clutched their guns and one demanded to 
know; "Who's gonna die first?" The pigs used 
the threat of physical violence to force every- 
one out of the show. Oddly enough, the most 
macho dancers in the pit were the first to 
scurry outside when the police showed up! 

On woman, who was justifiably an- 
gry began yelling and demanded to know why 
the pigs were there and what right they had to 
confiscate equipment. Her questions were not 
met with any sort of explanation, but with the 
brutal violence so common with macho, statist 
thugs.

Another woman, who was seven 
months pregnant at the time, pleaded with the 
police scum to stop their entirely unecessary 
useuse of force and was pushed to the ground, 
kicked and tear-gassed for exercizing her First 
Amendment rights (of course, the pigs have 
the right to suspend the constitution at will— 
that's the American way!). Others who spoke 
up were threatened, teargassed, pushed and 
punched. Some of the more paranoid pigs 
even drew their guns. One of the concertgoers 
who was photographing the horrific scene was 
teargassed for documenting the pigs’ actions.

HE FARCE CONTINUE 


-KIERAN'S TRIAL DELAYED AGAIN... AND AGAIN... AND AGAIN... 


E Suffering from extreme constipation (a result 
ot having their collective heads shoved so far up 
their asses), Hennepin County prosecutors have 
«decided to proceed with the trial against anti-racist 
activist Kieran Fazier Knutson. The trial has been 
repeatedly delayed for well overa year now;as the 
prosecution stretches further to uncover every 
scrap of evidence. The charges against Kieran 
are based solely on the lies of two nazi skinheads 
who claim that Kieran attacked them at an anti- 
racist demonstration at the University of Minne- 
sota in October 1993. 

The reality of what really ocurred is very 
much different from what the prosecutors and the 
nazis claim. As part of a demonstration against a 
proposed gathering by a group calling itself the ^U. 
Nazis," Kieran was participating as one of two 
people asked to take part as security. Two rabid 
skinheads, a man and a woman, showed up and 
started to pick fights. The anti-racists tried to stay 
outoftheir way, butthe man, Dan Simmer, started 
swinging at Kieran with brass knuckles. Thats 
whenthe nazi gotpokedin the face with a flashlight 
(the basses of the charges against Kieran). This 
didn't slow Simmer down. He intended to take on 
a crowd of a hundred anti-racists. The cops took 


Simmer down—hard—just as he was lunging at a 
woman in the anti-racist demo. The nazi went to 
jail. Everyone thought that would be the end of it. 
Everyone was wrong. 

One month later, Kieran gets charged with 
two counts of felony assault! Simmer, the nazi is 
walking around free (Simmer even told the cops 
the brass knuckles were a paper weight and he 
*forgot" they we in his pocket..er in hand) Kieran, 
astonished, voluntarily tumed himself in when he 
heard that there was a warrant out for him. That 
was in Noveniber 1993. His trial has now been 
postponed four times. It could finally start on 
January 30, 1995. 

Kieranis currently facing two felony charges, 
which could result in up to 10 years in jail and 
$20,000 in fines, for simply defending himself 
against a nazi attack. The Hennepin County 
prosecutors, knowing their cases depends solely 
on the testimony of two nazi skinheads, have 
delayed the trial again and again as they attempt 
to gather more evidence. Using their legal arse- 
nal, the prosecutors have won a court ruling, on 
October 11, forcing a former Minnesota Daily 
reporterto testify as wellas handoverunpublished 
photographs the paper has of the incident. On the 


Moming of November 29, after 3 postponements 
already, Kieran's trial was expected to begin. 
However, the trial was postponed yet again be- 
cause the evidentiary hearing on the photographs 
was not scheduled until later that same morning. 

And meanwhile, the circus continues. Kieran 
is being denied the right to a speedy trial and must 
reportto court officials regularly andis barred from 
the University of Minnesota campus. Hennepin 
county prosecutors are clearly in bed with nazis in 
their latest attempt to derail the anti-racist move- 
ment and seem willing to use any means neces- 
sary to make their lies stick. The shit just keeps 
getting deeper and deeper and sooner or later 
something is going to burst. 

The next courtdate is scheduled for Monday, 
January 30. The Anti-Fascist Defence Committee 
is encouraging activists to tum up and pack the 
court room.

I didn't even notice it myself that much, 
but I was really flattered when somebody 
told me recently that they thought it was 
great that we were doing our own thing and 
not just copying the latest trend. But 


I can't really say too much about it, 
we're happy that we seemed to have 
Succeeded in creating our own sound. But 
it wasn't on purpose, we just do what 
feels right to us and what we think is 
good. Music becomes stale and generic 
when you're afraid to take a look around 


you. Because we started playing music 
ourselves, we were exposed to the fact 
that punk isn't a regional thing but a 
really international movement. We toured 
with Naytia in Greece 
and it was a completely 
great experience, it 
totally expanded our ho- 
rizon. We have played in 
many Western European 
countries and gotten to 
know about the regional 
attitudes and styles. I 
think this variety was 
also influential for our 
own music. I think music 
can only become indepen- 
dent when it happens on 
an international level. 
I think that's one of the 
absolutely great things 
about the punk scene, it 
opened up new horizons 
for us, because this is a 
sphere where internation- 
alism isn't just a radi- 
cal phrase but is actu- 
ally put into practise. 
It's an exchange and it 
shows that punk is still 
alive and relevant in 
1994. 

KNUTH: We also mostly 
play in squats, youth 
centres or self-run spaces 


and are therefore in contact with the 
people who run these places and we are 
exposed to their culture and their ways 


to live. There is a big difference 
whether you are in Switzerland or Norway. 
In Switzerland there seems to be more of 
an emphasis on strange art and culture 


while Oslo S 
more of a "punk 
C yas EE 
very in- teresting 


for me to drive around and become aware 
of the different ways of living that are 
practised everywhere. 

JAN: I think it's sad that many people 
seem to insist on only being aware of 
bands coming out of the States, even 
though there is such a load of bands all 
around the world that can musically keep 
up with anything from the US. But I have 
noticed in the recent past that there is 
now a certain number of people that go out 
of their way to appreciate the European 
bands, too. I think the political tactic 
of looking at your surroundings and 
getting involved there should also be 
extended to a musical sphere. And it's 
not about ignoring American bands, it's 
about equality. There should finally.be 
a fair exchange. There has been ,an 
incredibly creative and productive scene 
in Greece for years that has been putting 
out high-quality stuff, without the rest 
of the world wanting to take notice. The 
Greek folks should be given a fair chance 
on an international level. 


PE: My theory is that the influence of , 


American bands also has to do with the 
enormous influence of American culture in 
European mainstream society. US cultural 
imperialism has a total grip on, the 
underground, too. This inclination to- 
wards the US that is taught since 
childhood makes it easier for the US scene 
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to gain attention in so-called alterna- 
tive circles as well. Sometimes it almost 
looks like Hardcore was created by 
various US sports-wear manufacturers to 
increase sales. 

JAN: Right now, Hardcore is indeed the 
alatest trend and is being completely sold 
out. As far as I see it, there are two 
totally separate scenes in existence now. 
There's a completely commercialized scene 
that operates with meaningless and some- 
times even nationalistic shit and pro- 
motes strength, power and other macho 
bullshit. This is what the media picked 
up on and since the times have become 
harder, the popularity of hard music is 
also ensured. Then there's a second 
scene, it's independent, non-commercial 
andhas anetwork of squats, youth centres 
and self-run places throughout Europe. 
This scene doesn't have it's roots in the 
commercial glitter world, but in the aim 
to radically oppose this capitalistic 
system and it communicates this intention 
through the music as an expression of a 
resistance movement. That's how I see it, 
this scene is alive and international. 
The music is used as an expression of an 
anti-fascist and anti-capitalist cul- 
ture. It seems to have been lost on many 
people that this scene can only exist in 
its connection and roots to the forces of 
resistance and not in the commercial 
Sphere. The reason for doing gigs, 
records, zines, etc cheaply available is 
so that people who don't have so much 
money and are therefore excluded from 
mainstream capitalism are also given an 
opportunity to participate. If we forget 
these roots, the political conscience, 
our definition as a political culture and 
dump even more of our ideals overboard, 


we might as well bury 
ourselves now and not 
put up a fight against 
all the reactionary shit 
that us being pushed on 
us these days. I there- 
fore think it especially 
important for us to re- 
member our roots and 
also make them public. 
Be it either the DIY idea 
or specific political 
opinions. 

PE: It seems to be 
relatively easy to lis- 
ten to "underground mu- 
sic" these days without 
ever coming across a 
single alternative 
thought or sentiment. 
It's getting increas- 
ingly more difficult for 
new people coming into 
the scene to even be 
exposed to these roots. 
KNUTH: Well, it's now 
just so much easier to 
get hold of records, you just go in your 
neighborhood mall or whatever and buy 
them. In the past, it was half the 
struggle actually getting hold of records, 
you had to have a real strong interest in 
punk to get hold of stuff. The availabil- 
ity of so-called punk records is now no 
different than ACDC or Aerosmith. 

JAN: For me, it started with a feeling 
of protest, anger and hate. Then I 
somehow discovered punk and it seemed to 
express my aggressions towards society so 
perfectly. 

KAI: With bands like Crass, Dead Kennedys 
or MDC, it was perfectly normal to address 


and deal with political themes. And it 
didn't have anything to do with being PC, 
it was just an expression of their concern 
with society. Today, bands with truly 
dedicated political content are very 
rare. 

JAN: I have the impression, that today, 
the kids are more interested in searching 
out the coolest trend than with any 
substantial ideas. They can just come 
into this huge merchandising market that 
exists now and build an identity through 
their consumerism. The anger isn't 
directed at anything specific anymore. 
But we can stay here and moan about it 
forever, or we can decide tomove on. Then 
it becomes our responsibility as people 
who might have come into the scene at a 
time when it was more obviously rebel- 
lious to not come off as arrogant assholes 
and laugh about the new kids, but to take 
them seriously and try to inform them on 
what punk can also be about, whether it's 
in the context of a band or just by talking 
to them personally, explaining that punk 
means rebellion, protest, resistance and 
anger and not commercialism. 

KAI: That's exactly what our approach 
towards the young kids in our area is. We 
try to play in schools as often as 
possible to communicate our ideas, pass 
out lyric sheets, etc. We even had a 
discussion about our lyrics with à school 
class once. Going these unusual ways can 
be more successful than just being a band. 
JAN: You can be arrogant and say that the 
new kids are small and dumb but that's 
just withdrawing your responsibility to 
share your experience with others you 
might not have been able to make them in 
their lives yet. That's giving up a 
chance to open their horizons so that they 


can go their own way. There's so many 
opportunities when you play in a band and 
I get really pissed off when a band just 
plays their set without saying a single 
word in-between. I would rather hear an 
anti-fascist statement for the 500th 
time because maybe you're. lucky and 
there's some kids in the room that 
haven't thought about it and maybe it 
gets them interested and they start 
thinking about it on their own. I feel 
that's my responsibility as part of this 
anti-commercial scene. We pass out lyric 
sheets at all our gigs and often older 
people in the scene will complain that 
that's just a waste of time. It's just 
not true that you're always playing in 
front of the same people. We often play 
in schools and rural areas and you'll 
have all kinds of different people coming 
to these gigs and if there's some 
information material at the door, they'11 
take it and maybe read it at home. We 
noticed that a lot of folks in our region 
that used to be these naive kids a few 
years ago, many of them metalheads and 
MTV clones, are getting involved in 
serious political activism. They even 
squatted a house on their own recently! 
It was almost exclusively kids that used 
to go to this school where we played 2 or 
3 years ago. I'mnot trying to say that 
it was us who turned them on to this, but 
it shows you that there is a lot of 
potential. Many people would have said 
that it wouldn't be worth it to get 
involved with these kids. But if you take 
them seriously and discuss with them, 
there's a lot of room for progression and 
change. There are now many people who are 
getting active and doing their own thing. 
I think we were able to give these people 
a small push into the right direction 
with our music, show them a direction. 
PE: How did you get exposed to alterna- 
tive ideas yourselves? 

JAN: Well, each one of us had a different 
development. I was more the classic 
politieally aware teenager. When it 
comes down to it, it would probably be 
relatively easy to settle down quite 
comfortably in the capitalistic German 
state, that is if you can close your eyes 
to all the misery that is caused by 
capitalism all over the world. That's 
the decision you have to make for 
yourself. With me, it was when I was in 
school that I started to discover that I 
was being forced into an authoritarian 
System. I started out at the bottom of 
the ladder as a student representative, 
tried to claim our rights. But it became 
apparent that we were being fucked over. 
That's when it became logical to increase 
the pressure, we fought for our right, 
organized school strikes, etc. That's 
were I developed my political conscious- 
ness and from there, you start seeing all 


the other contradictions: hunger in the 
third world, fascist terror on the 
streets, capitalist exploitation, etc. 
At this point you either put on your 
blinders again or start turning protest 
into resistance and try to affect change 
in your surroundings. When you start out 
with the anger, you automatically come 
across this radical music scene called 
punk. You then see that there are other 
people that are angry at the system and 
are trying to create a different life- 
style. That's when you realize that Punk 
isn't a dumb mistake you make in you youth 
and get out of it after 2 or 3 years, but 
that it will be your life from there on. 
Maybe you won't be playing music sometime 
in the future but you will continue to try 
to do something against all the shit in 
this world. I for my part have been 
working on this regionally limited radi- 
cal newspaper and we're trying to get out 
of the scene-ghetto and communicate 
radical ideas to normal people. I have 
been involved in various degrees in anti- 
fascist activities for many years. For 
me, punk as an intense music form can only 
be played with this kind of background, 
with the anger burning inside of you. The 
music then becomes an expression and 
reflection of what you are doing in your 
life. 

PE: I think punk is also the best way to 
communicate this anger and hate towards 
the system. I can't understand people 
who'll sing about mass murder or fascism 
with an acoustic guitar. 

KAI: I think everyone should have their 
own form of expressing their political 
sentiments. I think protest songs on 
acoustic guitar or old-fashioned worker's 
songs have their place as well. For me, 
punk is the most fitting form of expres- 
sion. I wouldn't want to do this soft 
music, but I don't mind when other people 
want to do it. 

PE: Well, I didn't' say that I was 
against it but I just can't figure how 
these people can deal with these horrible 
topics through this soft music. 

JAN: Well, just look at Kurdistan as an 
example. This is a nation that has been 
oppressed for centuries. At this point, 
there is a massive campaign of extermi- 
nation waged against them by the Turkish 
state with the support of German and most 
other Western military aid. They have a 
totally different cultural form of ex- 
pression. They have folk dances. and 
things like that and that's their cul- 
ture of resistance, their music for the 
political struggle. I have a lot of 
respect for these people because they're 
virtually risking their lives for their 
music. We, the kids of the relatively 
comfortable and rich Western hemisphere, 
have discovered punk as our culture of 
resistance. In other countries and 


cultures, our screams, our anger and sour 
desperation, but also our hope is commu- 
nicated through an acoustic guitar. 

KAI: I don't see any vast differences. 
Everyone seeks out their own form of 
expression, but it's basically the same, 


it deals with the same content. n 


PE: Let me go back to the political 
message of the band. You seem to have a 
lot of themes that I would call classie 
radical-left topics. Things like na- 
tional liberation struggles aren't what 
you would usually consider to be common 
punk themes. ; 

JAN: OK, I know what you mean. Kurdistan 
or the Basque Country are touchy subjects 
when it turns into nationalism. You can 
see very well in Europe what a devastat- 
ing effect nationalism has. But the 
Kurds are being specifically oppressed 
as a minority nationality. They are not 
connecting their liberation struggle 
with the demand to have their own country 
where they can discriminate against 
Turkish people. 

PE: Well, one thing is to support the 
right to self-determination of the Kurdish 
people but it's another to support scum 
like the PKK. That's a classic radical- 
left mistake in my eyes. It's saying: "My 
enemies! enemy is my friend." Just 
because the PKK is against Turkey and the 
Vietkong is against the USA, doesn't make 
either of them allright. 

JAN: I know what you mean, but I think 
as a German, living in Western Europe, in 
what is essentially a pretty secure life, 
I don't have the right to place negative 
judgement on the liberation struggle of 
the Kurds, because it is lead by the PKK. 
When they start oppressing other nation- 
alities themselves, that's where I will 
eriticize them, but under the brutal 
conditions of a war of extermination, 
under which they are living right now, 
they have no other option but to militar- 
ily fight against the Turkish army. I 
have a lot of respect for that and they 
have my international solidarity. In the 
moment where they will oppress other 
peoples, I will withdraw my solidarity.

3-WAY CUM are a great hardcore punk band 
from Sweden who took the scene by storm with 
their debut “Battle of Opinions" e.p. This inter- 
view was done through the mail with vocalist 
Pjar. Questions asked by. John (Adversity) and 
Dan (PE) 


First off, tell us about the meaning of the name 
3 Way Cum? 3 

The meaning of 3-Way Cum? Don’t you 
know that? First of all I want to say to you people 
out there. We're not sexists ‘cuz of the name. It's 
just aname. I really don’ tremember why we took 
thatname. I think we were drinking one night and 
started talking about a name for the band, and the 
day after we had the name: 3-Way Cum. 


How long has 3-W.C. been going, is your other 
band SAUNA still going? 

We have been going since February 1992. I 
joined as a second singer in April 1992. So now 
we're me and Henrik- vocals, Jimmie- bass, 
Stefan- guitar, and Kalle- drums. 

No! SAUNA does not exist anymore. We 
tried to find anew singer (the otherone joined the 
army and didn't want to come to SUANA any- 
more when he was finished) but it was difficult. 
I tried to play bass and sing at one time. Think for 
yourself how that was. Hahaha! After that we 
decided to break up (last summer 1993). So now 
we'll concentrate on 3-Way Cum. But there will 
beasplit L.P. out soon with SAUN A/DISRUPT. 
Look out! 


ItseemsthatSweden has had a strong hardcore 
scene for quite some time. Lots of great and 
influential bands have come out of Sweden- 
“Swedish hardcore" has pretty much defined 
itself as a style of punk rock. What is your 
reaction to this? What is the Swedish scene 
like today? 

The "Swedish hardcore" development is 
from punk rock. In the early '80s people called it 
“raw punk” (ra punk i Swedish). There wasn't 
anyone (I don't think so) who said "hardcore". 
This is a difficult question, I don’t really know 
what to answer. Butthe Swedish scene is starting 
to get big again. Bands pop up from nowhere 
playing fast, raw and brutal hardcore, also some 
soft punk rock too. I think it's great because this 
will make more good records and more gigs 
around Sweden. We have great bands like: 
Dischange, Dispense, Anti-Cimex (r.i.p.), 
Warcollapse, Rovsvett, Bombraid, Kurbits I.R., 
etc. 


Have you done any gigs outside of Sweden? Do 


many touring bands come through Sweden? 
From what I’ve heard, it's somewhat isolated 
from the rest of the European scene... 

No! We Haven't played any gigs outside of 
Sweden, but we're working on a Euro-tour. 
SAUNA did some gigs in Finland and Denmark, 
but that’s another story. 

Yes! Ican agree with you that Sweden is ; 
kind of isolated form the rest of Europe. We miss 
lots of great bands that are just touring Europe. 
It's easy for the bands touring in Europe. They 
just drive through by car or van. But to come to 
Scandinavia they have to take the'boat, and that's 
not cheap. So that's why I think we're kind of 
isolated. But now we have had the Varukers on 
tour in Sweden and we'll soon have Extinction of 
Mankind, so things are changing a bit.

How do you feel about hardcore bands signing 
to bigger labels like Relapse, Lost & Found, 
Nuclear Blast, Earache, etc. It seems to be 
somewhat of a trend lately. 

I think it’s their problem if they wantto sign 
to bigger labels and earn lots of cash. Look at 
Dischange. They have signed to Nuclear Blast. 
Nothing’s wrong with Dischange. But we (3- 
Way Cum) like to be involved with small labels 
and the D.I.Y. scene. It’s more decent to support 
the D.LY. scene and non profit. Play for fun not 
money. 


In your letter, you mentioned that you were 
starting a distribution called “Far Above" and 
that you wouldn't sell records or CDs. What 
is your reason for this? 

Par Yes. It's called “Farabove”! My 
reason to not distribute CDs and records? I think 
that here in Sweden we have some good small 
underground labels (Crash-Mag, Finn-Rec, El- 
derberry, etc.) that have all good records and CDs

for a cheap price. I want to help new bands that 
have just released a demo to spread their things in 
the world. I haven't done this for very long, but 
I’m starting to get some demos, about 6-7 differ- 
ent. So don’t expect a big mailorder list. 


You seem pretty active in the punk scene in 
Sweden, at least in as far as running a small 
distro, venue, and corresponding with people 
out-side of the country. Does it ever frustrate 
you that other people don’t take such an active 
role in the scene or take for granted that if 
these people didn’t exist, there would be no 
scene, gigs, music that isn’t run for profit? 
As a matter of fact I do... Sometimes I'm so 
tired of this writing letters, trading records, an- 
swering questions for zines, setting up gigs, put- 
ting up posters for gigs, etc, that I wish thatI never 
got into this. But most of the time I like to work 
with this marvellous undergound scene! But I 
wish that more and more people get motivated to 
do something by themselves, not waiting for 
Janne and I to set up a new gig here in Kalmar! 
It's ture. If we didn’t set up gigs, etc. who would 
do thatthen? Who would run my small distro? 


What is the squatting scene like in Sweden? 
What sort of laws are there in regards to 
squatting? Also, I’ve heard that Sweden has a 
decent welfare program, is this true? Does any 
of your band have to work? 

Pjar: We used to have some squats here in 
Sweden, but they have been torn to pieces and the 
people have been thrown out on the streets again. 
We had onein Gothenburg that lasted for two and 
a half years. That was a really good place and 
decent people. Lots of gigs, good food and great 
homebrew. Then we had a squat in Malmoe. I 
think that one lasted for about two and a half years 
too. Also a great place. But now it’s all gone. 
Sad... but true! But there are still people that want 
to squat a new house, but we need more people. 
There is so much talking and when they shall do 
something, most of the people must go and do 
other things. Fucking cowards!! 

The laws about squatting are strong, very 
strong. I don’t know much about it, except that 
it’s not allowed to squat a house. 

Yes! We have adecent welfare system. The 
right wing had the power for three years and had 
drawn Sweden down in the gutter. But with the 
new elections in September we had a new elec- 
tion and now the left wing has to rebuild the 
country. [hope that they will make changes about 
the unemployed benefits and try to getjobs for the 
unemployed people who want them, of course. 
It’s the “liberals” that are in power today. They 


only think of the rich and welfare people. Not of 
us poor bastards. They make the taxes so high and 
the social benefits and other benefits so low. So 
we have to live on the edge all the time. Under- 
stand me? It’s difficult to explain in English. 
None of us in 3-Way Cum are working. I'm 24 
years old and I quit my work seven months ago. 
Now I'm unemployed and happy again. Jimmie 
(22) also quit his work (we worked at the same 
place) and now he's only rehearsing and tattoo- 
ing. He'sreally good, and whenImean good it's 
fucking great!! Stefan (18), Henrik (18) and 
Kalle (17) go to school everyday. Ha ha! 


The country of Sweden maintains a policy of 
political nuetrality. What does this mean for 
the average person? Is there a mandatory 
military draft like most other European 
coutries? Arethereany political groups which 


favor such a thing as participating with the 
Nato Alliance? 

Yes, there is a mandatory military draft here too, 
butIdon'thaveto join the army. l'manepeleptic 
so I can’t do it, PUH! Jimmie is released, same 
with Stefan and Henrik. Kalle is too young, but 
next year he'll do the tests for the army. For an 
average person it means thatthey have to do their 
military service for 12 months or more. It de- 


pends on what they work as; marines, air force, -

etc. and if they do it without any complaints. 

Yes, there are a lot of groups here in Sweden 
which want to join the “Nato Alliance." It’s from 
both groups—the right and the left wing. Theré 
is some who don’t want Sweden to join. The 
communists, environmental/pollution party, an- 
archists, etc. and some nationalists as well. = 

We-will have a voter referendum "yes" or 
“no” to the European Union on the 13th of No- 
vember. I hope there will be a very big "NO!"* 
Why should Sweden join the EU / Nato Alliance? 
We have had peace for 200 years now and we can 
keep the peace without their help. 


Do you have any connection with the the scene 
in Norway? The scene there seems very active 
as far as music, squats and political activities 
go, but it also seems very isolated even though 
it isin close proximity to Sweden and Finland. 


No, we haven't had any connections with 
the scene in Norway, as far as I know. But we 
have-had some good bands like So Much Hate, 
Angst, Stengt Dorrer, Bannlyst, Kafka Proces, 


and Psykisk Terror. they're very active in squats x 


and political activities. They have a big house 
called “Blitz” in Oslo and do a monthly zine 
called “Smgrsyra.” It's easy to read Norwegien, 
so we can read about demos, direct actions, gigs, 
etc. when get a copy of it. Yes, it's isolated like 
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Sweden and Finland. I would like to have better 
contact with them because when we're so many 
we'll get very strong. fight back! I have some 
connections in Finland—Jukka you know (hi 
Jukka!), but none in Norway. Please feel free to 
write me OK? 


The lyrics of your music take on a very strong 
political viewpoint. What sources have been 
influences on your political and social ideals? 

First, I must tell you that Stefan wrote all of 


the lyrics before I joined the band. he wrote all 
good lyrics. You know, he's a real “thinker.” I 
write lyrics too, but they are more straight for- 
ward, if you know what I mean? You have to 


think twice to understand Stefan’s lyrics, mine 


you don’t, Maybe I can compare mine with the 
old lyrics of Doom. Both Stefan and I write about 
things we read in the newspapers and see on TV. 
Things like oppression, war, pollution, vegetari- 
anism, animal abuse, racism, fascism, etc. 

I belong to the “working class" society, so I 
think I always see things in a bad way. Not like 
the rich and greedy who only see the happy and 


lucky world—a world without any problems. It 


is very important to have good and strong lyrics; 
notjust fast and brutal music. If you only wantthe 
music then start listening to death metal which 
doesn’t have any strong political lyrics so you 


* don't have to think about what they mean.

The working class has always been treated like 
slaves—you must work for your money. so when 
you are raised in such an environment you see 
there is some things you want to change. They 
who fall into the pit of yuppidom have been raised 
well-fared family—a family where the father or 
mother have good positions in the company where 
they work. They earn lots of money, have a big 
house with all of the technical stuff, etc. They

They almost treat us 
like shit, like we’re some strange aliens who have 
come to change the world.

But I must say that I got into punk through the 
music, not the lyrics. that came later. Maybe it's 
that way for most of the people around the world. 


What do you do outside of the band? Are you 
involved in any political activities? 

Pjar: I’ m involved in an anarchist group here 
in Kalmar. Don't know much about their Work, 
T veonly been to two meetings. Me and the guitar 
player of Warcollapse (Emil) are about to start a 
music club. We're tired of the music and gigs 
here in Kalmar.

Itwon’tbe the meek that will raise the black 
flag and burn the national flags, destroy the fron- 
tiers andunite everyone in the same direction: The 
right to have a shelter—a home 


A CRACK IN THE ICE 


From October, 1993, to January 21, 
1994, the city of Port hadit's first squat since 
1974. The Squatters in Porto got organized 
during those days and during it's final days, 


the newspapers spread the news about us, 

and so began a true and consistent squat- 

- ting movementin the city of Porto, Portugal. 

; Is ittrue? Does Portugal have a squat- 


ting movement in the 90's? Well, all of the 
facts point out to that direction. The first big step 
was the “Casa Reciclavel” in Porto which lasted 
fourmonths. We were there on the last three days 
which the house was occupied. On the 17th of 
January, some workers (construction workers, 
masons) broke in and destroyed the roof. The 
squatters resisted until the 21st of January, when 
the workers destroyed the house under police 
protection. 

The people that occupied the house were, in 
the majority, nice people with good projects—like 
economical food for the needy and homeless, a 
second hand shop, paper recycling, bio-agricul- 
ture and more. All of these projects crumbled with 
the house, but the hope of a new occupied house 
is still on their minds and they are looking for 
another house now. 

In Lisbon, the Squatters Assembly has had 
some meetings and they are now looking for a 
house to bustin. In Queluz there was an occupied 
house for one month where an anarchist meeting 
took place and they built a vegetable garden in a 
bath tub—ls this an imagination or what?!

which had 40,000 people! This was mainly comprised 
of Kurdish men, women and children and a black block 
of 1500. Although it was peaceful, it had lots of power. 

Some friends recently went to Kurdistan and held 
a slide show with a discussion about their trip here. It 
was really interesting and impressive how the people 
organize and live through all of this pressure by the 
Turkish government. 

Another week later, we held a solidarity march 
inside the airport (from where the government sends 
unwanted refugees and foreigners back into torture and 
death). We have a new prison especially built for these 
people, where they sitand wait for their flight. It totally 
looks like a concentration camp. Several prisoners in it 
have committed suicide because they didn’t want to get 
sent back home! ' 

A woman I know works in a kindergarten of a 
huge refugee “home.” I once visited here there and we 
played with the kids. The next day I met here again and 
she told me that two of the children were taken by the 
cops that morning and driven to the airport and got sent 


back to Albania. Sick shit. It proves that racism 1s not. 


just a question of bald-headed morons. 

These days there is a huge police scandal in 
Hamburg. Two cops beat up a Black guy because of his 
anti-fascist cap. This happens nearly every day, but this 
time they were too stupid and got caught. The police 
headquarters tried to keep the whole incident quiet: 
Because of all that, the minister for internal security 
quit. The new one fired a whole unit of riot cops who 
are very active in beating up left wing people at demos 
and harass people in general. At the moment they are 


careful because the press and the public eye is on them. 
This weekend we met for a solidarity march 


spontaneously. It was about the five Turkish youth who ` 


are accused of stabbing a Nazi leader in Berlin and tried 
to kill six other Nazis that same evening. The demo was 
on the night before the first court date. We spray- 
painted, shouted and smashed our way through our 
area. Some young Turkish kids smashed the wrong 
places. Is everyone else an enemy because he is 
different? I really got angry at them and left the demo 
with some friends. Together we attacked some cop 
trucks with paint bombs and stones which was really 
nice and the we went to bed. 

About two weeks ago we broke into an empty 
building which was squatted several times. We had a 
big techno rave there with 300 people/friends. We 
danced until 7 AM—it was killer! All the door money 
went to the squatters’ group who picked the building to 
try to make it theirs. [The squat was evicted a week later 
despite barricades built by the squatters 

Next weekend there will be the big official festivi- 
ties to celebrate the re-unification in Bremen. 3500 
cops will be there to protect it because a massive protest 
will take place. Probably a huge fucking riot. All the 
foreign guests, the politicians and officials from all over 
the world, will see that they can only enjoy their time 
protected by a massive police force, because there's an 
angry mob out there who are fucking pissed about them = 
and the whole reunification. I'll definitely be there. 
Probably my friends and I will not join the black block, 
but dress nice as dumb tourists and sneak intothe enemy 
area and cause some trouble from the inside...

Your response to Brian Colwell's letter pub- 
lished in issue 823 is pretty damn typical of spoiled 
rich kids who simply never grew up. All of the 
drugs, alcohol and bourgeois ideology has suc- 
ceeded in stifling your maturity socially and politi- 
cally, as well as yourintellectual growth. Brian was 
making an attempt to offer an honest critique of 
your counter-cultural isolationism and high-brow 
elitism. And you idiots sit up there and mock him 
in the same exact fashion that yuppies and jocks 
do you all when they see you coming down the 
street with foot-tall mohawks and shredded cloth- 
ing. You become the very thing you despise. 
Bourgeois ideology claims yet more victims! 

| think what many of your readers who are not 
familiar with the true revolutionary anarchism need 
to understand is that Profane Existence, as a 
collective, is in fact Afraid of anti-authoritarian 
revolution. They realize that many of their parents, 
friends, brothers, sisters and other close relations 
could quite possible be swept aside by mass 
uprisings of poor people. Especially since this, as 
history has shown, will be initiated by those on the 
lowest end of capitalism’s big stick...Backs, His- 
panics and Indigenous people (followed by the 
numerically smaller ranks of poor whites). And 

when | say “sweptaside”, | mean 
swept aside in a hail of gunfire; 
because their attitudes, capi- 
talistic authoritarian values, and 


their class of origin (orallegiance). Further, many 
white people who would in fact support a revolu- 
tion if they only understood its contextand content 
(this is where self-proclaimed revolutionaries like 
yourselves would come in; mass outreach to pro- 
mote revolutionary ideas to the broad mass of 
white people before the occurrence of an uprising 
to generate support and minimize needless casu- 
alties) may face the unleashed rage of oppressed 
nationalities simply because of the color of their 
skin and their reaction to those people out of a 
confusion on what's going on and why. When 
people are confused, they fall back on what seems 
to have strength and is familiar: Reactionary ide- 
ologies ranging from Clintonian liberalism to full- 
on Nazism! Afewtum to one ofthe many Marxist- 
Leninist or Maoist cults like the Socialist Workers 
Party or Revolutionary Communist Party, USA. 
Faced with all of that opposition and foolishness 
exhibited by those who claim to be anarchists as 
well as punk rock, it is no wonder that more isn't 
getting accomplished in the realms of networking 
and community outreach.

| find itinsulting and a defamation of character 
to real revolutionaries such as Emiliano Zapata, 
the Kronstadt Sailors, the Spanish anarchists of 
the CNT/FAI, and Emma Goldman when you 
people even dare to mention them and yourselves 
within the same paragraph, as was done in your 
political statement. Those individuals would roll 
over in their graves if they knew what was being 
called “anarchism” in the US today. In your 
newspaper in particular! Thankfully, there are 
people like Brian and many others who are chal- 
lenging other white-skinnedindividuals, especially 
many of you so-called "anarchist revolutionaries", 
in print and in person. There are people such as 
Lorenzo Ervin and myself who are taking anarchist 
concepts to our people, African-American people, 
as well as making a very real attempt to rescue 
anarchism from the armchair 
theorists andothertypes of do-

that is if you stop being a burden upon it and start 
making serious and significant theoretical, and 
above all, practical contribution to it, instead of 
using alcoholism as a “revolutionary” activity and 
stinking like musty armpits, beer and sweaty butt 
crack as a last line of defense against Nazi 
skinheads and police. itis truly unfortunate that at 
this point in time anarchism is still associated with 
dogmatic, rigid counter-cultural punk rock stupid-

Greetings Greg! 

Thank your for taking the time for giving your 
feedback to Profane Existence. Your letter con- 
tains the same condescending tone as Brian 
Colwell's original letter in PE 22 which evoked a 
less-than-constructive response from myself. How- 
ever, | will make an attempt to reign in my quick 
temper and give you a fair response. As you can 
see, there is no printed response to Brian's letter 
in PE 23 other than a sarcastic remark on page 
three in response to his own sarcastic comments 
the issue previous. 

This argument of punk holding back the revo- 
lutionary movement has been a raging debate in 
some circles, ever since a few dedicated anar- 
chists called CRASS took up the punk banner to 
spread their revolutionary ideals. Of course, there 
has always been a negative and socially destruc- 
tive elementof punk, but that exists to some extent 
in all stations of society. In the case of punks, 1 
would have to say the socially destructive ele- 
ments are just as much of a reaction to the every 


day shit called life as the desire to rebuild and 
create a new society. There are elements of the 
punk scene that are completely self-absorbed into 
their safe little worlds of fashion, drug abuse or 
high-school scene mentalities—that is not the 
punk rock which we are coming from. 

Perhaps you haveus confused with the chroni- 
cally filthy beggars on Broadway Avenue panhan- 
dling for the next bottle of booze or the self- 
centered assholes who disrupt our activities be- 
cause they don't know where to direct their rage. 
Maybe we come from that same sub-cultural strata 
and maybe we've even been there ourselves. To 
you, from the outside looking in, we may look all 
the same (although | haven'thad a mohawk in over 
5 years). Profane Existence is just as ridiculed by 
these people for being too P.C. as itis by "revolu- 
tionaries" for not being serious enough. What 
neither side of the coin understands is that there is 
a strong and serious revolutionary streak perme- 
ating throughout the farthest reaches of the punk 
counter-culture. This is hardcore, in-your-face 
and on the streets political activity. It's taking no 
shit from authority figures (first step being getting 
away from your parental domination), physically 
confronting Nazis on the streets, lending solidarity 
support whenever possible, building concrete, in- 
dependent organizations and living in the hoods 
that will heat up first when the shit hits the fan. For 
the hardcore among us, this isn’t some fantasy 
about the revolution riding in on a skateboard from 
the suburbs (borrowing a phrase from a former PE 
columnist). We know the challenge and we are 
rising up to face it. 3 

We knowthe “punk scene” stinks likea heap of 
shit, There are elements which mirror almost 
exactly the society which spawned it. There are 
those who merely hide behind punkas a means for 
survival, or a place to fit in. But for many young 
people, this is their only alternative to following 
theirparents footsteps into slavery by selling out to 
the capitalist society. While the fucked up behav- 
ior of some who call themselves punk may fill me 
with rage, | don't see these people as being 
representative ofthe entire punkmovement. They 
either sort their shit out or are left into the wayside 
fashion scene (ghetto). The punk scene doesn't 
offeran endless source of protection for those who 
call themselves punk. It's sink or swim and if you 
fuck up, then you are either rehabilitated or ostra- 
cized—the same way as it would be in any social 
grouping. We don'telect leaders orappoint police 
or even have an organized system to settle injus- 
tices. Yet still, the movement is self-policing with 
a strong code of ethics based on justice, faimess 
and equality. This same code of ethics is what has 
kept organized fascists from either the right or the 
leftfrom ever gaining a foot-hold in the punk scene. 

There are those who will stand on the outside 
and pick apart the punk movement for all of its 
short-comings, a little criticism from the outside 
never hurts anyone. However, people on the 
outside also have to realize that punks are going to 
be a lot quicker to say “fuck off, don’t tell me what 
to do!” Maybe you should walk down any street 
with a green mohawk wearing a pink flowered 
dress and you will get an idea of the ordeal that 
punks go through every day. There’s nothing like 
wearing your politics on your sleeves. | canassure 
you that the degrading remarks, harassment and 


brutality such an outward appearance invokes, 
can be in many ways as hardening on the soul as 
growing up Black, Latino or Hispanic in the society 
where straight white culture is holding the whip. 
It’s no fucking joke when your parents call you a 
faggot when you pierce you earatage ten, or send 
you off to an institution because you won't do what 
your parents or teachers tell you todo. You can try 
to tell me that it’s all a fashion clique, but it’s not. 
For most of us there is no going back. We left our 
bourgeois up-bringing and white privileges be- 
hind. 

As for the punk scene and revolutionary poli- 
tics, there is a definite overlap in ideologies, devel- 
opment and organization. | already stated that 
punk scene is by far less than perfect, and I’m all 
for reasonable self-critique and even attacking the 
baser elements. However, | would not discount 
the punk movement's revolutionary contributions. 
While to you it may be a clique, the view from the 
inside is that the punk movementdoes offera great 
deal of support to the revolutionary movement at 
large. However, because the punk scene is a 
counter-cultural movement, itdoes inherently have 
it's limits. This still doesn't mean however, that 
punks must give up their punk identity in order to 
be revolutionaries. Every punk rocker will tell you 
that they are proud of what they are and what they 
standfor—even ifthere is no general consensus of 
what really defines punk rock. | think even joel 
from the Blast would agree with this. Being punk 
doesn't mean that you can't be involved in revolu- 
tionary activities, but it doesn't go both ways. Not 
everyone can be a punk rocker—This.is a mind set 
indescribable to anyone who is not a punk. 

So what has this all got to do with Profane 
Existence? If | were to give up PE, which is far 
more than just a magazine (but then you maybe 
wouldn't know that being from outside the punk 
scene, not to mention 2000 miles away), then what 
would happen? Would the Blast! suddenly catch 
on to a million readers and revolution be waiting 
right around the comer? | think not. Profane 
Existence has always servedas a crossing ground 
between the radical/activist elements of the punk 
movement and the greater revolutionary move- 
ment at large. The punk movement is a fertile 
breeding ground for home-grown revolutionary 
organizing amongst a huge number of disaffected 
(and mostly white) youth who would otherwise 
never be exposed to the revolutionary movement. 
The punk scene offers an escape to the MTV 
suburban white trash culture and an outlet for built 
up angst against this fucked up society. The 
efforts of numerous politically-organized collec- 
tives and federations—Profane Existence in- 
cluded—help people channel theiraggressive and 
self-destructive tendencies into more useful activi- 
ties... like undermining system’s foundations by 
reinforcing such positive ideals such as self-deter- 
mination, cooperation and networking. 

The network of people who “make the punk 
scene work" is far more extensive and resilient 
than anything ever created or maintained by the 
"revolutionary" movement of the past 20 years. 
This is all something that was created through 
years of work by people who take it very seriously. 
Following the example of Profane Existence and 
other organizations, there is definitely an expan- 
sionof revolutionary engines to reach the "masses" 


at large with the creation of community drop-in 
centers, soup kitchens, community events and the 
like. The Profane Existence Collective made a 
choice to keep our roots firmly planted in the punk 
scene of our origin. This is because we believe 
that our work is necessary. There are people that 
will say that our articles are too simple and short 
andare mainly punk-related. Thatis a fair critique, 
but those people are not the intended readers of 
PE. We know the role of PE magazine is limited to 
a certain purpose; but that is fine with us because 
our energy is not endless and we enjoy what we 
are doing (most of the time). | commend the 
people of Agitator Index for whatthey are doing as 
well, but | see us taking separate paths towards the 
same goals. This whole movement is based on 
cooperation and mutual aid and we support the 
people of the Blast, even if it is not obvious and 
written in bold type. It may be dis-comforting for 
you to know that there are people who participate 
in creating and distributing the Blast who would 
also call themselves punk. 

If we were to create a nation-wide anarchist 
federation, would you favor excluding people be- 
cause they are punks? | don't think you should 
underestimate the contributions the anarchistpunks 
have made to the movement at large. To the hard 
core who take this shit seriously, there is no 
choice. | don't think | need to give you a list of 
“revolutionary” credentials for the same reason | 
don'tlike to concretely define what is a "revolution- 
ary”. However, there are punks out on the street 
battling fascism and oppression every day. There 
are punks organizing community events. There 
are punks chuming out the propaganda. There 
are punks organizing benefits events and materi- 
als and doing solidarity work. There are punks 
working with non-punk anarchists towards creat- 
ing community institutions and organizations. And 
there are punks taking part in direct actions and 
risking their freedom because of their beliefs. All 
of this towards building the foundation for the 
creation of a better world, a brighter future, a few 
laughs and even a little hope. We are not going to 
be ostracized from the movement because others 
don'tunderstand ourculture. You can criticize, but 
you can't point out a few short-comings and then 
write us off as a whole. This isn't a fashion thing 
and if we. weren't dead serious, the movement 
would have faded away long before | was even old 
enough to understand it.

We're quite sick ofthe currentstate ofhardcore. 
Remember when friends supported each other, 
remember when hardcore was about D.I.Y., re- 
member when hardcore wasn't about competition 
within the scene, remember when hardcore was 
an altemative to the mainstream music? Nowa- 
days hardcore is a part of the mainstream music, 
about making profit and competition and of course 
ripping off friends. We think that "Punk belongs to 
the Punks, not businessmen.” 

It's time that we demand our music back that 
we created ourselves. It's our life and it's our 
music. So far major labels were not a part of our 
hardcore scene but now Lost & Found.is getting 
bigger and bigger: - This label is destroying our 
Scene by buying up the hardcore scene. Most of 
the money Lost& Foundis making comes from the 
bootleg business which they are putting out ille- 
gally: The owner of Lost & Found is probably a 
millionaire by now. A lot of people dislike Lost & 
Found for what they are doing but this is only a 
small percentage of people within the scene. Our 
' suggestion is that well informed people should 
write to Profane Existence with their detailed infor- 
mation of Lost & Found (bootlegged band/the title 
of the record/live or studio recordings/released or 
"unreleased recordings and so on). We need the 
ball rolling. The more people write to Profane 

Existence, the more pressure Lost & Found get. 
Of course esp. bootlegged bands are welcome. 
Their input is important! 

We are not totally against bootlegs to make 
that clear. Bootlegs which are made "by fans for 
fans” are okay in ouropinion. These boots are sold 
for a non-profit price, the sleeve is often nice and 
made with love. But of course this is a small 
minority today. Lost & Found are releasing boots 
only to make a profit out of it. This is a big 
difference for us. Lost & Found are working 
"professionally" on bootlegs which means poor 
sound quality, bad artwork but enormous profit. 
We are not really sure how many bootlegs Lost & 
Found put out so far. Rumors say that half of the 
records (by now a little more than a hundred) Lost 
& Found released are bootlegs. It’s cynical and 
shameless that Lost & Found has by now so much 
power that they are going to release bootlegs with 
the Lost & Found tradename and address on the 
backcover. Here's a small butnotcomplete selec- 
tion: 

Siege "Drop Dead" CD, Deathwish 7", STP CD, 
Sick of it All live CD, Septic Death 12", Minor 
Threat "Live at Buff Hall" 7", Crisis of Faith CD. 

Butthisis notenough to makeita little bit more 
complete, here's a list of bootlegs which Lost & 
Found released without tradename and address: 
Minor Threat/Faith live 12", Helmet unlive CD, 
Yuppicide/Bom Against ABC No Rio 7", No foran 
Answer CD (We Laugh 7" and Thought Crusade 
12^), Bum live CD, SSD X-claim 12", Siege/Deep 
Wound 7" (both sides contain compilation tracks), 
Straight Edge Classics 12" (with Turning Point 7", 
Four Walls Falling 7", Headfirst 7", Hard Stance 
7º), Infest live 7", Luzifer s Mob/Capitalist Casual- 
ties 7". ] 

The newest story about Lost & Found is that 
they have printed shirts and longsleeves without 
permission by bands like No for an Answer, Siege 
and probably more. 


The only solution is to boycott Lost & Found. 
Consumer: don't buy any Lost & Found Records. 
Distributors and mailorders: stop distributing Lost 
& Found Records. Zine editors: don't print Lost & 
Found ads in your publication. Otherwise you are 
helping to destroy the real hardcore scene. Again, 
well informed people and bands should write to 
Profane Existence about their knowledge con- 


ceming Lost & Found. Support the independent 


hardcore scene!

While | was happy to see your review of 
Fionnabarra O'Dochartaigh's Ulsters White 
Negros: From Civil Rights to Insurrection in the 
pages of Profane Existence (#23), | did come 
across a fewerrors in the text of your review which 
| thought l'd point out. | realize that this will come 
across as me being nitpicky, but for over 25 years 
now, people (even the most well-intentioned 
people) have knowingly or un-knowingly misrep- 
resented or misreported the true facts behind 
Britain's war in the Northern Ireland. 

First off, l'd be a bit more cautious in using the 
temm "Ulster" to describe the six counties in the 
North of Ireland (i.e.. “Northem Ireland"). Techni- 
cally, Ulster (one of the four historic Irish prov- 
inces) is nine counties and three of those nine 
counties were notincluded in the Northem statelet. 
Usually those who refer to the Six Counties as 
"Ulster" are not in the least sympathetic to the 
Nationalist and/or Republican. viewpoint. 
O'Dochartaigh did use the term “Ulster”, but notas 
a synonym for "Northem Ireland’. 

| thought I'd also point out that you refer to 
“West Belfast’ twice in your review as the setting 
for O'Dochartaighs's book when in fact his story 
takes place in Derry City. West Belfast is a 
predominantly (though not exclusively) Nationalist 
area in Belfast City; Derry is on the opposite side 
of the Six Counties! The histories of these two 
places, particularly in the early days of “the 
Troubles", are very different. 

Regarding “the ensuing armed conflict border- 
ing on civil war which has been spreading to 
mainland "Britain" ever since" — well, not quite. 
For the most part, the war in the North of Ireland 
has been confined to the north. You might recall 
the IRAs bombings of the City of London (the 
financial district of London), the "bombing" of 
Heathrow airport, Guilford, Woolwich, Birming- 
ham, etc., but the “mainland” (and it is the word 
mainland that should be in quotes, not Britain) has 
certainly not seen the brunt ofitall. Formostliving 


on the “mainland” the realities of the war being 
carried out by the British Army in Ireland have not 
*hithome" as it were — "Northem Ireland" mightas 
well be on the other side of the world. 

Again, | realize thatthis will come across as me 
being nitpicky (and for that | apologize), but | 
believe it to be important to point out these mis- 
takes and to do my bitto tell people more about the 
situation in Ireland.

And yes, without a doubt, my rebel slave spirit 
is filled with pride, joy anda renewed sense offaith. 
In the on-going struggles against the corrupt rulers 
of racist, capitalist, domestic colonial domination. 
That so many young sisters, brothers, and other 
kindred spirits have began taking steps to become 
more enlightened about the lifetimes and univer- 
sal human rights contributions of a great black 
hero, and martyred freedom fighter, known as 
Malcolm-X. 

Still, my spiritis often deeply troubled and | am 
compelledto ask myself, the often neglected ques- 
tion,... How have so many people forgotten the 
need to research, discuss, and struggle to pass on 
many ofthe most importantlessons of life from the 
early evolutionary struggles of.

Hello folks out there in punk- 


rock land. Here I am in the 
Profane Existence computer annex. 
Fortunately, the Profane Exist- 
ence Revolutionary Tribunal has 
issued me a high level security 
clearance card with my D.N.A.

I'm just another 
faceless revolutionary at a com- 
puter terminal like the thousands 
of others that fill the halls of 
this organization. 

Serióusly, it's time to move 
on to my weighty subject matter. 
In this issue I want to discuss 
some minor deviations in revolu- 


tionary jargon. In essence, 
claims have been levied that 
certain elements of P.E. are 
veritably "counter revolution- 
ary" (Gasp!). Not meaning to 
resurrect this archaic term, but 
this has to be dealt with. It has 
been said that P.E. and it's staff 
are not... WORKING CLASS! I'm 
sorry if I have deeply offended 
our millions of readers but we 
must face up to the criticism of 
our cliental. After all, it's a 
slogan here that our greatest 
concern is YOU, the reader. Well, 
in response to this I have em- 
barked on a personal quest to 
remedy this. I shall devote this 
entire article to the working 
class. 
First, I want to address, 
"who is the working class?". This 
is an important matter to discuss. 
Well, I chose to fall back on 
classical Marxism, since Marx and 
his compatriots were THE experts 
on the working class. Marx, in 
spirit, calls the working class 
"the proletariat", meaning indus- 
trialized skilled workers. The 
rest of the world throughout 
history has followed this defini- 
tion. He divides this from the 
"Jumpin proletariat", which would 
essentially be unskilled workers. 
According to his definition that 
would include the landless job- 
less poor, subsistence farmers 
(essentially peasants), and what 
today would be the service sector- 
burger flippers. Thus, these 
people are not working class. 
Only, inour society, the sheetmetal 
workers, auto mechanics, etc., 
would in reality be working class. 
Now that we've covered that, 
I will cover issues proving our 
concern for the working class, 
showing that we are obviously in 
tune with them because of our 
information. It seems to me that 
the working class in the United 
States has one major concern in 
the form of trucks. Another major 
concern would be beer. Others 
would be tools, guns, drugs (vir- 
tually every member of the working 
class I have run into has used lots 
of drugs.), members of the oppo- 
site sex,...aaahhh... not much 


else. 

First, I will cover trucks. 
I own a pickup truck, so do most 
of the other members of the P.E. 
collective. So there! Maybe we 
are working class. Well, we don't 
want to just pat ourselves on the 
back. The following I will write 
is a short essay on what I think 
of trucks. 

I like trucks that are on the 
older side but not too old, and my 
favorite trucks are Toyota trucks 
for many reasons. One is that I 
own a Toyota pickup truck and I 
have NEVER had any problems with 
it. It has 100,000 miles on it and 
I've driven it across country many 
times, rubber tramping all around. 
Of course, I lavish tender loving 
care on my truck, just as any truck 
owner should do. I recommend this 
highly. I change its fluids more 
frequently than the factory rec- 
ommended times say. I probably 
change the oil three times a year. 
I constantly change and check the 
transmission fluid, differential 
fluid, coolant, and the various 
filters (mainly the air and fuel 
filters). I would like to say 
that anybody that takes care and 
engages in preventative checks 
with a Toyota pickup truck (one on 
the oldish side), could easily put 
over 200,000 on the same engine. 

I especially like Toyota 
trucks between the ages of 1979- 
87. The reason I don't like them 
after '87 is because then they 
became fuel injected. Well, my 
criteria for a truck is the D. I. Y. 
capability to fix everything on it 
yourself. This is the most 
important thing about a vehicle. 
No one should own a vehicle (who 
doesn't also own a lot of money) 
and not know how to do basic 
maintenance and repairs. Other- 
wise it is not financially sound 
to drive. Well, getting back to 
fuel injected engines, in my 
opinion, they are harder to work 
on. I like carburetors, they are 
more simple. This is especially 
important with Toyota trucks be- 
cause the newer models have prac- 
tically the exact same stats as 
the old trucks. They are just 
simply harder to work on. For 


example, fuel economy (about 25- 
30m.p.g.) is the same in the basic 
Toyota pickup from 79 to now. 
Crazy. Who cares about anything 
else. Well, power is important, 
but until recently all Toyota 
pickup engines were 2.4's, except 
the very old engines (late 70's) 
were 1.8's. 
I especially like Toyota 
They are my absolute 
favorite truck. I wish I had one. 
My friend has something like 
260,000 miles on the same engine 
for his Toy 4X4. Talk about 
dependability. He did put new 
rings on the pistons and remachined 
the head. But, no big deal, every 
person and punker who calls him or 
herself working class should know 
how to do things like putting on 


4X4's. 


new rings. Obviously also, a 4X4 
lends itself to a punk rock 
lifestyle. Parked in, just drive 


over the car in front of you, 
crushing it under your wheels, ya' 
know what I mean. Especially with 
really big tires. I think every 
punk rock girl and boy secretly 
lust after a big monster truck. I 
know that I do. 

By the way, the Toyota trucks 
made in Japan are better than the 
ones made in the U.S.. One espe- 
cially notable difference is that 
the Japanese beds don't rust as 
easily as the American beds. That 
is especially important if you 
live in Minneapolis. Because of 
the snow and the salt that they 
salt the roads with, many vehicles 
end up looking like swiss cheese. 

Well yes, I will profess to 
a prejudice of liking Japanese 
trucks more than American trucks. 
Only because Japanese Trucks are 
better. I like Toyotas best, of 
course, then I think the Mazda 
B2000 series is pretty good for a 
light truck. Izuzu, Mitsubishi, 
Subaru, and Nissan 
Datsons) in my mind rank all about 
the same. Next in line, descend- 
ing in order of dependability and 
quality for light trucks would be 
Chevys. Especially if you need a 
heavy truck, I would recommend 
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Chevy. I think the S-10 is the 
best American light truck and ( 
again with oldish more affordable 
models, i.e. ones punks can af- 
ford) I like the Custom and Custom 
Deluxe series. I have and have had 
many friends with the Custom 
series and they all seem to like 
them. 
a Well, at the bottom end... 
gosh, I'm sorta loath to even 
mention this so called "vehicle". 
Well, that would be Ford. Not to 
slag it too much, but more or less 
I'm not very fond of Fords. I do 
believe all the phrases like "Fix 
Or Repair Daily", "Found On 
Roadside Dead" and such. The best 
one I recently saw was "Friends 
don't let friends drive Fords". 
Well then again my friend just 
bought a F250, I think a '82, I'm 
curious to see how it goes. 
Pickups are the coolest trucks 
to live a revolutionary and D. I. Y. 
lifestyle. Dependable, sturdy, 
.and serving a useful function for 
hauling stuff or living in with a 
topper on your bed. Enough on 
trucks. Maybe next column I will 
discuss more working class things 
So our "working class" critics 


know we are in touch with the

`. be that we will continue to do color 
“sin the next issues; it just didn’t seem 
* appropriate considering the art we 
stole for the cover for this one. 
This issue of PE will be going to the 
printers 5 years and a day after PE #1 
came out. | can remember all this so 
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well because the first issue came out 
on my [9th Birthday and now I sit on 
my 24th birthday hurrying to finish 
up all of the last-minute odds and 
ends before we can take this one in. 
Looking back to issue £1, it’s pretty 
amazing how far this magazine has 
come in those 5 years. Because of all 
of the other projects the PE editors 
are involved in, we were never able 
to live up to our goal of becoming a 
monthly publication. However, we've 
still managed to grow into being 
among the five largest-circulation 
punk zines in the world. The first 
issue of PE was 24 pages with a SI 
cover price; now we're over twice as 
thick, still have a $I cover price, 
expand our cigculation 10-fold and 
manage to give away 2000 copies for 
free in the Twin Cities. As well, we're 
able to send several hundred to the 
punks in Latin America, prisoners 
and other people who otherwise 
would never be able to buy it for 
obvious economic reasons. A lot of 
this is the result of perserverence 
and dedication on the numerous people 
who have put in time and energy 
working on PE, but the great share of 
PE's success is owed to the readers 
and supporters of this project. The 
idea of an international DIY resource 
magazine for anarcho-punks has gone 
a long way over the years and will 
continue to evolve in the future. | 
still get excited each time we finish a 
new issue, so expect to see us for 
another five years to come. 

Maybe now that we've made the 
physical format switch, the ‘Revolu- 
tionary Puritans* will stop expecting 
us to be some kind of international 
super-anarchist newspaper. PRO- 
FANE EXISTENCE HAS ALWAYS BEEN 
A PUNK MAGAZINE AND IT ALWAYS 
WILL BE A PUNK MAGAZINE! If you 
think PE's anarcho-punk outlook is a 
mockery of your own anarchist/revo- 
lutionary politics, then you need to 
seriously re-evaluate your own per- 
sonal beliefs. The people that think 
punk alienates people from the anar- 
chist movement at large, should stop 
and listen to their own tired rhetoric 
and revolutionary romanticisms. Sure, 
smashing the state is a fine and 
honorable aspiration, but there is 
definitely a need to maintain a real- 
istic outlook and perspective on life. 
The harder you work for the revolu- 


tion, the quicker you get burned out 
and the narrower your thoughts may 
become. Hopeful optimism turns to 
bitter resentment and self-defeat- 
ism. It's a cycle I've seen repeat over 
and over again. 1| don't write this 
with the intention of creating. en- 
emies, | just think there are some 
people out there who expect a lot 
more out PE than what we do. 

Maybe punks, whether anarchist 
or not, alienate people for the simple 
fact that punks want to enjoy their 
lives while we can. I think many 
anarchists get especially annoyed when 
we mix such concepts as partying and 
having fun with politics and not be 
ashamed of it! Chumbawamba urge 
people to mix politics and fun, so 
what's the difference within the punk 
scene? Shock! Horror! Gasp! There 
has been some criticism of PE over 
the years that we have a tendency to 
glorify alcohol and drug use. | would 
say, as a general opinion, the people 
who work on this magazine consider 
such activities a personal choice. It 
is a responsible person who can 
distingish between the right and wrong 
times to use drugs or alcohol and the 
responsibe person knows when to say 
enough is enough. 1 personally don't 
think such things as alcohol or drug 
consumption are necessarily counter- 
productive. These things only be- 
come problems when they become 
the primary activity of a person's 
life, takes control and cripples one's 
ability to be a productive individual 
in the community. 

OK, | don't want to spark a flood 
of hate mail (or better yet, a boycott 
by the humorless elements of the 
anarchist movment) so I'll save this 
rant for next time I'm at the pub with 
Marsall Flaw (not being so fucking 
responsible and can be a real "do- 
nothingist" as the critics purport). 

Finally, Im arriving at the original 
point of this issue's column. Thie idea 
of a large-scale anarchist punk fed- 
eration has been on my mind for a 
long time. In particular, recent 
articles and correspondence with the 
MAP (Moveimento Anarco-Punks) in 
Brazil has been my most recent 
inspiration. There has been much 
talk in recent years of forming a 
national anarchist federation in the 
US. This is a doomed idea 1 think, 
since the vast majority of the anar- 


chists in the US seem to be pre- 
occupied with theoretical arguments, 
name-calling and vicious slander cam- 
paigns (see Love & Rage Network). 
However, i| don't see this sort of 
disunity within the anarchist punk 
movement, in fact it is quite the 
opposite. 

I was involved with the Anarchist 
Youth Federation for the first few 
years of it's existence. There were a 
lot of powerful lessons | learned from 
this experience. The most important 
was when the federation disintirgated 
because of a lack of unifying direc- 
tion, too many inner-arguments and 
a division between the punks and the 
non-punk members. Many of the 
obstacles could be easily overcome, 
especially the last one, if we are to 
create a large, explicitly anarchist- 
punk federation. Here are some 
ideas I have been tossing around in 
my mind: 

The purpose behind such a federa- 
tion would be to bring like minded 
people together for actions, demon- 
strations, political campaigns, soli- 
darity work, etc. on both a local level 
and a national level. As a unified 
force, our resources would be more 
readily shared for more far-reaching 
propagandizing. As well, the strength 
in numbers would mean that cam- 
paigns and actions would have a far 
more reaching effect than individuals 
or isolated groups on their own. 

The federation would be com- 
prised of independent local groups 
who would be free to make decisions 
about group structure, tactics, goals, 
actions, etc. and involve themeselves 
with struggles on a localized level. 
Benefit shows, etc. could be orga- 
nized by local groups to raise funds 
for federation activities and creating 
anarchist propaganda. Local groups 
would be free to choose which local 
actions and capaigns to be involved 
with. 

On a national or even interna- 
tional level, co-ordination between 
the groups could be facilitated for 
unified national or international cam- 
paigns. A system could easily be 
created to make decisions on which 
actions and campaigns could be 
intitiated on a national level. The 
federation would also provide a prime 
resource for the co-ordination of 
such actions on a national level. 


When the AYF was at it's peak, it 
had a bi-monthly newsletter, which 


soon evolved into a section in the PE 


zine, and later in Love & Rage. It 
would not be hard to create a 
national-level newsletter for the fed- 
eration. | would even be willing to 
give a yes vote for such a regular 
section in PE again, if the federation 
would want to do such a thing. We 
found that a rotating editorial staff, 
changing once every year or so, 
works best for such a project. Of 
course, all of this would take a lot of 
organizing by many people and a 
whole lot of shit work would have to 
happen before such an organization 
were to come into existence. I think 
we have a whole lot more to lose by 
groping for change alone in the dark, 
then if we were to join together and 
use our collective strength. Most 
important, we need a large-scale 
anarchist resistance movement that’s 
not afraid to say **We're proud to be 
punk!” 

if anyone has any similar ideas 
about a large-scale anarcho-punk fed- 
eration, please write or call (but not 
too late at night!) at PE. I would 
especially be interested in starting a 
small punk action group on a local 
level here in Minneapolis. I don't 
have a lot of time to put into this, but 
I am willing to help get it off the 
ground with. what help I can give.

Now | wouldn't go 
the step to say that Chumbawamba 
have sold out, but they've certainly 
burned a lot of bridges and stepped 
on a lot of toes in the punk scene to 
get where they're at. And no, ! have 
never been to a Chumbawamba gig... 
for the sole reason that I generally 
don't like bands espousing high ideals 
and playing ID-only shows.. even if 
the band can sneak a few people 
inside, where's the equality in that? 
Nobody's perfect, not even 
Chumbawamba, but | don't feel that 
we owe them an apology. They admit 
that they left the punk scene behind 
so why should they care?
